No water shortage in West Liberty 



West Liberty’s population has grown, but 
there’s no water shortage for new residents 
along Riverside Drive — a colony of beavers that 
so far has ignored the Army Corps of Engineers’ 
prohibition against impeding the flow of water 
into Cave Run Lake. Their dam is shown above. 
This colony, according to neighbors, has at least 
six beavers, including at least two kits. It is theo- 
rized that the new dam provided an easy way 
across the river for a family of raccoons that 
pillaged gardens in the neighborhood during the 
summer. At least six of the raccoons have been 
caught and relocated — three by an irate gar- 
dener and three more that were caught during 
the city’s recent roundup of stray cats. Deer, 
turkeys, raccoons, beavers, possums, skunks, 
squirrels, wildcats, bears, coyotes — all frequent 
West Liberty’s environs. O. W. Evans said he 
wouldn’t be surprised “they” start reintroducing 



wolves to the area soon, and maybe some In- 
dians, too. It could be. Why else build an $18 
million judicial center constructed like a fortress 
in the middle of West Liberty if not as a safe 
haven for citizens in the event of an uprising? 
Surely, such a massive edifice is not needed 
just to insure the safety of a handful of lawyers. 
West Liberty, of course doesn’t have to rely on 
damming the river to secure it’s water supply, 
thanks to city leaders who had the foresight to 
build a water treatment plant at Cave Run Lake. 
As a gesture of good will, maybe O. W. Evans 
could trap the beavers here, which, if they stay, 
will become a nuisance, and haul them to 
Salyersville, which is experiencing a drinking 
water shortage because the river is so low it 
cannot supply the town’s water system. Now, if 
Salyersville had a beaver dam like ours they 
might be in good shape. — EWK

Grassy man 
dies Oct. 10 
in AT V wreck

County emergency services 
personnel responded to an ATV 
accident that fatally injured a lo- 
cal man on Friday, Oct. 10, at 
Grassy Creek. 

Coroner Kenny Perry said 
Clark C. Phipps, 64, never re- 
turned to his home after he left 
on the ATV at approximately 2 
p.m. to survey his cattle. 

“Clark’s wife, Lois, became 
alarmed when he had not re- 
turned after several hours,” Perry 
said. “His son, Leroy Phipps, 
went to look for Clark and found 
him trapped under the ATV near 
a steep grade around 6 p.m. 
Leroy removed Clark from un- 
derneath the ATV, but Clark had 
likely been dead for some time.” 

Perry pronounced Clark 
Phipps dead at the scene as a re- 
sult of blunt force to the torso 
from an apparent ATV rollover. 

Agencies responding to the 
accident included the Morgan 
County Ambulance Service, 
Morgan County Rescue Squad, 
Caney Valley Fire Department 
and Kentucky State Police. 

Clark Phipps was a retired 
Licking Valley RECC lineman 
and farmer, and a member of 
Grassy Lick Enterprise Baptist 
Church.

Neal Valley is in the city lim- 
its of West Liberty. Its appear- 
ance of imperturbable peaceful- 
ness and quietness doesn’t hint 
at the fact that it is only a couple 
miles from Main Street. The val- 
ley is beautiful the year round, 
whether in the spring when it is 
aglow with red and white blooms 
of redbuds and dogwoods or in 
the summer when it is a checker 
board of neat house seats and 
well-kept lawns, gardens and 
pasture fields. In late summer, 
rolls of hay cover the fields and 
golden rod is a blaze of color 
along the fence rows. In the win- 
ter, especially when a snow cov- 
ers the ground, it is quiet and 
beautiful. From the Neal Valley 
Cemetery, the valley can be 
viewed and enjoyed, regardless 
of the season. 

Peter K. Neal, his wife, Mar- 
garet, and five children were all 
born in Virginia. Charles Neal, 
son of Peter, gave land for the 
cemetery, which contains the 
grave of Peter Kelly Neal, who 
acquired the 3,000 acre tract for 
40 cents an acre in 1840, accord- 
ing to tradition. Peter was born 
in 1800 and died in 1869. Peter 
and his sons built a house beside 
an ever-flowing spring that is still 
flows today, despite the severe 
drought we are in. The spring and 
its constant supply of clear drink- 
ing water was, without a doubt, 
one of the primary reasons Peter 
Neal purchased the valley. 

The 1900 census lists 
Harrison Neal and his wife, Su- 
san Haney, with five children, 
Morton being one of them. 
Harrison (son of Peter) lived on 
the site until his death, then his 
son, Mort, lived there until his 
death. Mort was born in 1 888 and 
died in 1978. In 1916, he mar- 
ried Mary Thomas. Harrison, 
Mort’s son and grandson of 
Harrison, lives on the property 
today. The original Mort Neal 
house is no longer there. 

As for the spring, according 
to the Neal family, it has provided 
an unfailing flow of good, pure 
water for at least 168 years. Dur- 
ing that time, there have been 
some monumental droughts, just 
like this year. For many years, 
Mort and Mary Neal used water 
from the spring, pumped it into 
the house and outside buildings. 
Today, Harrison still uses water 
from the spring for his house- 
hold. 

The first thing I would won- 
der about: Is the water safe to 
drink? Periodically, the Neals

have had the water checked and 
it has always passed the test. In 
fact, the late Dr. Alec Spencer got 
water from the spring for years. 
Does it have any medicinal 
value? Mort Neal lived to be 90 
years old and was never in a hos- 
pital until just prior to his death. 
Harrison is 75 and has never been 
in a hospital. That may tell us 
something about the water from 
this spring! 

Some of the early families re- 
siding in the “Valley” besides the 
Neals were Leander and Hannah 
May (Henry Lee May’s grand- 



parents), John (Tooge) and 
Rebecca Caskey (grandparents of 
Roy Lee Caskey), and John M. 
and Frances Reed (Billy Reed’s 
grandparents). Today, large sec- 



tions of the valley belong to the 
Caskey, Neal and May heirs. The 
main part of the farm has been in 
Harrison Neal’s family for 168 
years.

Dry weather conditions this 
summer following another dry 
season last year have resulted in 
grazed pastures with areas that 
have thin vegetative cover and 
bare soil. Many of these areas al- 
ready have evidence of weedy 
vegetation such as common rag- 
weed and other summer annuals. 
As these plants die back naturally, 
cool-season weeds such as com- 
mon chickweed, henbit and 
purple deadnettle will fill in the 
voids. Other weeds such as but- 
tercup and musk thistle will likely 
be more prevalent in the coming 
spring. 

One option to tackle weed 
problems is to apply broadleaf 
herbicides in mid to late fall or 
early next spring. However, her- 
bicides alone may not be the best 
solution to revitalize pastures for 
the next grazing season. 

The first step to determine 
your weed management options 
is to do a critical evaluation of 
pasture fields. Not only do you 
need to take an inventory of the 
current weeds present, but also 
scout the field to look for any 
developing weed problems such 
as musk or other biennial thistles, 
poisonous hemlock, buttercup 
and common chickweed. Also, 
you should assess the growth of 
desirable forage grasses and le- 
gumes. 

Your primary question then 
becomes - does the existing stand 
of desirable forages appear ad- 
equate and potentially competi- 
tive enough against any emerging 
weed problems? If the forage

stand is acceptable and weed 
pressure is light, the best course 
of action likely is to do nothing 
this fall except other routine pas- 
ture management practices. How- 
ever, if you do see developing 
weed problems then you may 
want to take action to begin cor- 
recting the problem. In some 
cases, there may be no good so- 
lutions that will correct all weed 
problems you have observed. 

Here are some points to con- 
sider after you make those deci- 
sions. After you evaluate the pas- 
ture, you must decide whether or 
not to: 

• Drill or overseed more for- 
ages into existing pasture to im- 
prove the stand of desirable for- 
age grasses. 

• Spray herbicides to control 
emerging broadleaf weeds. 

You will not be able to do both 
at the same time since most pas- 
ture herbicides have the potential 
to injure newly emerging forage 
grasses or legumes. For pasture 
herbicides, which contain only 2, 
4-D, it is generally recommended 
to wait four to six weeks after 
spraying before reseeding forage 
crops. 

Other broadleaf herbicides 
may require waiting six months 
or more between the application 
and seeding forage legumes; 
make sure and check the label of 
the specific herbicide product you 
use. 

As a general rule of thumb, if 
you decide to spray this fall, you 
will need to wait until next spring

before seeding additional forages. 
If you reseed first, then you 
should wait until the new seed- 
lings have well-established root 
systems before applying herbi- 
cides. It is important to note that 
anytime you use broadleaf herbi- 
cides, you will likely kill any clo- 
vers or other desirable legumes in 
the treated areas. 

One alternative to consider in 
some situations is using a total- 
pasture renovation technique to 
control or suppress growth of the 
weedy vegetation followed by 
interseeding more forage grasses 
or legumes. This assumes that 
you do not need the field for graz- 
ing animals until the newly- 
seeded forages become well es- 
tablished. In this approach, a her- 
bicide product containing either 
paraquat or glyphosate is applied 
to “burn back” or kill all existing 
vegetation before reseeding. 
Since paraquat and glyphosate 
have no soil-residual activity, de- 
sirable forages can be interseeded 
into the soil immediately after 
herbicide application. 

Yet another course of action is 
a “wait and see” approach. But, 
keep in mind that weeds are much 
easier to control when they are 
small and immature. Although 
you have several options to con- 
sider for managing weed prob- 
lems in the fall, few of these op- 
tions are viable without some 
badly needed rainfall.

The Gateway District Health 
Department reminds the public to 
practice good health habits at 
home, work and school. The flu 
shot and common practices are 
the best defense against the flu. 

“As the flu season approaches 
we are urging residents to prac- 
tice good hygiene habits, such as 
covering their mouth and nose 
when coughing or sneezing and 
wash hands frequently. Colds and 
flu are spread by droplets of an 
infected person landing on or 
coming into contact with suscep- 
tible persons. Some bacteria and 
viruses can live two hours or 
longer on surfaces like cafeteria 
tables, doorknobs, desktops, and 
shopping carts. Many stores of- 
fer the sanitary wipes at the en- 
trance of their stores. 

For the convenience of the 
public, flu clinics are conducted 



in all local health departments 
and many local businesses. Pri- 
vate physician offices are provid- 
ing the vaccine as well. The lo- 
cal health department staff often 
travel throughout the community 
to administer flu vaccine to those 
individuals who are unable to 
travel or for those with work 
schedules that make it diffucult 
to obtain the vaccine during nor- 
mal hours. 

“We believe the vaccine is 
crucial to prevent illness in the 
community especially for those 
most likely to suffer severe com- 
plications like pneumonia,” said 
James Ratliff, Director for the 
Gateway District Health Depart- 
ment. “Young children and the 
elderly are most susceptible and 
are frequently hospitalized result- 
ing from flu illness”, he further 
explained.” In the past young 



children were not targeted for this 
immunization however the rec- 
ommendations have changed and 
this population has now been 
identified as not only more sus- 
ceptible to complications but are 
also most likely to transmit the ill- 
ness,’ Ratliff explained. 

In addition to covering your 
cough and sneeze, other good 
health habits that can help prevent 
the spread of flu are: 

• Wash hands often with soap 
and water for 15-20 seconds, or 
use alcohol based sanitizer-the 
health department has installed 
hand sanitizers in all public 
shcools in the Gateway area for 
this purpose.

Daniel spent most of his 
time farming, hunting, and rais- 
ing their nine children. 

His first venture into Kentucky 
came in 1767, though he didn’t 
know he was there. In 1769, he 
crossed Cumberland Gap on a 
two-year hunting expedition dur- 
ing which he explored Kentucky 
all the way to the Ohio River. He 
eventually led six families, in- 
cluding his own, to settle in Ken- 
tucky.

Electric Air-to-Air Heat Pumps 

Electric air-to-air heat pumps are basically reversible air conditioners. They 
transfer heat from the air in one location to the air in another. In summer, they 
operate as air conditioners, transferring heat from the home. In winter, they re- 
verse their operation, gathering heat from air outside the home and transferring 
it inside. Most heat pumps deliver conditioned air to the home using ductwork. 




Since heat pumps transfer rather than generate heat, 
they can be extremely efficient, delivering more than 
three times as much heat as they consume in energy. 

In many parts of the country they are the least expen- 
sive way to heat and cool a home. Heat pumps have 
the additional advantages of providing heating and 
cooling in one unit using a single energy source. In 
additional advantages of providing heating and cooling in one unit using a single 
energy source. In addition, heat pumps do not require flues and avoid roof 
penetrations, and associated installations and labor costs. 



Air source heat pump efficiency depends on outdoor temperature. In the heating 
mode, performance drops as the outside air temperature drops. In cold climates, 
these units require a supplemental heating system which operates during times 
when the unit cannot produce enough heat to maintain the desired indoor 
temperature. Electric resistance back-up is most common, but gas, oil, and LP gas 
back-up heating systems may also be used.

Morgan Middle advances to 
conference championship

Last Thursday at Herdman 
Field, the Morgan Middle Cou- 
gars hosted round one of the 
playoffs. The JV team played the 
Mason County Royals, and the 
varsity was in action against the 
Nicholas County Blue Jackets.

Holbrook finished with 1 1 yards 
on just five carries, with two 
TD’s and one PAT. The “thun- 
der” of the Cougar rushing at- 
tack, Walker Crase, also had a 
great game with 63 yards on five 
attempts. Jordan Whitt carried 
the ball six times for 36 yards and 
one TD. Quarterback Larrin 
Collins completed the longest 
pass of the year on a 40 yard 
touchdown strike to Kody 
Thornsberry. Tyler Conley also 
had one carry for three yards and 



a touchdown. As a team, the Cou- 
gars had 245 yards rushing on 25 
carries for an average of 9.8 yards 
a carry. 

Defensively, the Cougars 
were led by the superior play of 
LB’s Walker Crase and Austin 
Arnett, who had seven tackles 
apiece. Jordan Whitt played a 
phenomenal game at defensive 
end with six tackles (two for a 
loss). Tyler Conley had four tack- 
les (one for a loss) and with three 
each were Eli Haney and Larrin 
Collins. The Cougars held 
Nicholas to only two first downs 
for the entire game as they 
cruised to a 32-0 win.

Terry scored on runs of nine and 
two yards, respectively, in the 
second period to give Bath a 28- 
0 lead at the half.

Cats Can't Solve 
Spurrier 

Steve Spurrier continues to 
cast an unwanted spell on Ken- 
tucky football. Last Saturday, for 
the 16th consecutive time, the 
’ole ball coach dashed the hope 
of the Big Blue nation with a 24- 
17 win at Commonwealth Sta- 
dium. 

Most everyone (this writer 
included) thought this was cer- 
tainly the year the Cats finally 
knocked the visor off Spurrier’s 
noggin. After all, how many 
times can he possibly find a way 
to beat UK. Evidently, as often 
as he wants ! 

Kentucky can’t seem to solve 
the Spurrier puzzle. On paper, the 
Gamecocks were no better than 
UK last season or this year. 
Stephen Garcia and Chris 
Smelley are average SEC quar- 
terbacks, at best. And although 
South Carolina came into the 
game boasting the conference’s 
best defense. It was UK that led 
the nation in fewest points al- 
lowed (7) per game. But still, it’s 
Spurrier’s team that found a way 
to convert multiple times on third 
down — while UK finished an 
embarrassing 1 of 16. 

Quarterback Mike Hartline 
appeared lost against the Game- 
cock defense, completing only 
23 of 43 passes for 152 yards and 
two interceptions. Despite his 
struggles, coach Rich Brooks 
elected not to pull the plug on 
Hartline in favor of freshman 
Randall Cobb (not a popular de- 
cision among the Wildcat faith- 
ful). And to make matters worse, 
Dicky Lyons, Jr. — the team’s one 
and only dependable receiver — 
left the game with an injured 
knee and is done for the season 
(and his career) with a torn ACL. 
It was indeed that kind of day. 

Which brings us to Saturday’s 
matchup with Arkansas. By los- 
ing to South Carolina, Kentucky 
has put its back against the pro- 
verbial wall. Arkansas is a me- 
diocre SEC team — having lost to 
Alabama, Texas and Florida be- 
fore beating Auburn last Satur- 
day, 25-22. UK can ill afford to 
lose a second straight home 
game — and especially not to Ar- 
kansas. Having a 5-2 record in 
mid-October lends itself to a 
much brighter bowl picture than 
does 4-3.
